MOST  OBABTIC  TIT 

The  banking  bill  was  ^rfeled  with 
loud  desk-pounding  by  Social  Credit 
members  and  was  considered  the 
most  drasUe  and  far-reaching  in 
the  two-year  life  of  the  Aberhart 
administration.  It  was  considered 
likely  to  lead  to  wide  repercussions. 
becau.se  the  Psderal  Oovemment 
will  be  drawn  Into  Its  scope  through 
its  control  of  the  Bank  of  Canada 
which  ha.s  a  branrh  In  Calgary. 

A  third  bill,  also  sponsored  by  the 
Provlnelal  TVeasurer,  waa  designed 
to  close  the  courts  of  Albert*  to  all 
bankers  who  refused  to  take  out 
licences  In  the  province.  It  stipu- 
lated that  any  unlicensed  banker 
should  not  "be  capable  of  bringing, 
maintaining  or  defending  any  action 
in  any  court  of  civil  jurisdiction  in 
the  province  which  ha.%  for  its  ob- 
ject the  enforcement  of  any  claim 
either  in  law  or  equity.* 

PBOVINCIAL  CONTEOL 

The  primary  object  of  the  banking 
bin  was  to  bring  bankers  under  pro- 
vincial licence  and  subject  them  to 
the  control  of  the  Provincial  Credit 
Oommission.  an  organisation  estab- 
lished under  the  Alberta  Social 
Credit  Act,  but  never  appointed 

Banks  and  banking  were  a.v<«igned 
to  the  leglalatiTe'  control  at  the 
Federal  Parliament  by  the  Brttish 
North  America  Act  and  the  char- 
14  rf-d  banks  operate  under  Dominion 
chartera  This  may  Isad  to  a  con- 
stitutional appeal  over  the  legisla- 
tion, either  In  the  courts  or  to  the 
Federal  ( io\fiiiiiioni  whiih  .pos- 
sesses the  power  to  veto  over  pro- 
Tindal  enaetmenta. 

The  act  stipulated  that  every 
banker— the  word  banker  was  used 
throughout  because  of  the  constitu- 
tional Impossibility  of  legislating 
against  banks  which  operate  tmder 
Dominion  charters— must  take  out  a 
licence  from  the  Provincial  Credit 
Commiasioa  within  two  weeks  of  the 
day  upon  which  the  act  was 
assented.  A  licence  for  a  branch 
iiiaiiiiKer  will  be  $100  a  year  and  for 
every  bank  employee,  |5. 

SOCIAL  CmSDIT  BOABD8 

As  soon  as  a  banker  applies  for 
a  licence  the  act  stipulated  a  local 
directorate  shall  be  appointed  by 
he  .S<xial  Credit  Board  of  the 
I'rovince.  Tl\e  boards — as  many  as 
the  Social  Qredlt  Board  deems  nec- 
essary may  be  established — shall 
consist  of  three  appointees  of  the 
Social  Credit  Board  and  two  rep- 
resentatives of  the  banker  applying 
for  a  licence.

Spencer's  Remnants  are  made  up 
of  men  from  every  organization 
which  served  overseas  from  1814  to 
1911.  Most  of  them  left  Jobe  in  the 
Vancouver  .stogO-tO  go  to  the  war 
and  relumed  to  them  after  the 
Armistice.

can NJI.A.  plan.  Well,  three  years 
have  elapsed,  and  while  the  pro\  luce 
is  still  650  minimum  wages  short  of 
that  high  objecttve,  there  art  at 
least  fifty  definite  wage  orders  now 
in  fWHse  with  the  effect  of  law  To 
give  due  credit,  each  o  those  mini- 
mum was  made  aft«r aserlous 
effort  to  study  the  industry  con- 
cerned, and  to  find  a  minimum

Blr.— Due  to  the  present  attempt 
to  aga'n  bring  the  B.C.  Coast  Vege- 
table Marketing  Board  tato  opera- 
tion.

First,  one  has  only  to  look  back, 
at  the  hopeless  failurs  mads  ta 
handling  the  1936-7  potato  crop, 
which  has  proved  a  costly  lesson  to 
those  former  advwatee  .ef  eodi  a 
system. 

When  .eontrol  was  started,  the 


81  per  ton  for  administration,  but 
this  was  not  tlM  ease,  as  from  the 
commencement  the  charge  was  $3 
per  ton.  and  later  advanced  to  13. 
which  Is  at  the  rate  of  a  tax  of  845 
per  acre  on  potato  land  yielding  a 
fifteen-ton  crop.

unpopular  that  It  la  quite  unen- 
forcable 

Last  Wtater  over  eighty  potato 
growers  and  land  owners  of  Cowl- 
chan  .signed  a  petition  against  the 
scheme,  which  was  presented  to  the 
Minister  of  Agrleutture.  but  since 
then  it  has  become  even  mere  un- 
popular, ao  that  today  probably  N 
prr  cent  of  the  land  ownsn  are 
quite  oppoeed.

.Mble  It  would  be  in  the  future  to 
administer  a  quota  ba-sls  properly, 
due  to  geographic  difficulties  over 
enforcement  and  marketing. 

From  the  first  Ttit  Colonist  has 
potated  out  the  fallacy  of  the  wlinle 
scheme,  and  today  there  Is  a  grow- 
ing opposition  to  the  whole  Maitet- 
ing  Act  system,  as  it  is  not  Jast  that 
the  administration  has  been  poor, 
but  rather  that  the  whole  sch<<me 
is  unworkable  and  impracticable, 
besides  tafrtnglng  on  a  subject's 
rights  of  rea.sonable  freedom  under 
our  Constitution.

Federal  cattle  purchasing  plan  en  a 
pooltag  basis  about  ready  to  swing 

into  operation.  Minister  of  Agricul- 
ture (iardmer  estimates  tiiat  be- 
tween 300,000  and  300,000  head  of 
cattle  ought  to  be  moved  out  of 
Sa.skatchewan  and  Alberta  because 
of  drought  conditions. 

Mr.  Gardiner  discussed  Western 
drought  conditions  at  a  conference 
with  Liberal  tiembers  of  Parliament 
for  Sa.skatchewan  and  a  meeting  of 
the  Prairie  Farm  ReliaJjllltallon 
Board  headed  by  Dr.  E.  8.  Archi- 
bald. Ottawa,  ctuef  of  the  Dominion 
Experimental  Farms.  He  reviewed 
oondltions  encountered  on  his  1,500- 
mile  drought  inspection  trip. 

If  dondltions  had  remalnsd  as 
they  were  two  weeks  ago,  it  would 
have  been  necessary  to  .slilp  out 
more  than  500,000  head  of  cattle 
from  the  drought  areas  of  Sas- 
katchewan and  Alberta,  said  Mr. 
Gardiner 

NOT  PROPERLY  FITTED 

It  was  estimated  about  168,000 

head  were  marketed  aiuiually  from 
the  area  now  affected  by  drought, 
Mr  Osrdlner  said,  and  if  this  num- 
ber went  on  the  market  at  once  it 
would  be  almost  impo&blble  to  absorb 
them  particularly  when  a  corvslder- 
able  percentage  so  marketed  would 
not  be  properly  fitted. 

"Realizing  this,  the  Government 
has  agreed  to  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  setting  up  facilities  to 
assist  ta  placing  the  feeder  cattle 
with  farmers  ta  other  parts  of 
Canada  and  the  United  Stales  who 
will  finish  them  and  put  them  on 
the  flsarket  later,"  he  said. 

Two  types  of  catne  probably  will 
go  to  market  Immediately,  said  Mr. 
Gardiner.  One  would  be  canners 
and  cutters,  for  which  11-4  cents  a 
pound  would  be  paid  by  the  Oovem- 
ment.  The  other  would  be  butcher 
cattle,  for  which  the  market  prtoe 
would  be  paid.  AU  other  types 
would  h*  classified  and  sent  to 
asssmUy  fields  south  of  Oarberry. 

PBICB  TO  PABMCB 

Tlie  price  the  farmer  would  re- 
ceive probably  would  be  esUbUshed 
from  week  to  week,  unless  experience 

showed  a  flat  pri^e  could  hr  fixed 
.satisfactorily  over  a  longer  period, 
he  explataed. 

Pajmienf  for  the  llve.stock  a&.som- 
bled  In  the  dry  area.s  would  either 
be  made  directly  at  delivery  or  by 
cheque  lmmedla,tely  tlie  cattle  were 
delivered  to  Caiherry  and  a  check 
made  of  deliveries  by  the  audit 
branch. 

The  Oovemment  does  not  expect 
to  make  any  profit  on  the  handling 
of  canners  and  cutters  If  the 
butcher  cattle  i.s  marketed  Immedi- 
ately, very  little,  if  any  profit,  would 
be  realised,  said  Mr.  Gardiner. 

In  view  of  the  fact  feeder  cattle 
will  be  kept  at  lea.st  tliree  months 
before  going-  onto  the  market,  a 
profit  might  be  made.

Local  agents  of  the  PaJiama 
Pacific  Line  havt-  rt'c«ived  woid 
from  the  Mexican  National  Tourist 
Biumu  that  all  regulations  restrict- 
ing the  use  of  cHmenis  in  MctcIco  by 
tourists  have  Ix^n  aboli.shed. 

Hitherto  Mexican  law  h8«  required 
that  all  films  used  by  tourists  be 
devplo)>ed  in  the  country  and  ofH- 
cially  approved  before  being  taken 
out.  This  censorship  now  ceases  as 
to  slJiteen-mlllimetre  films,  and  all 
still  pictures  of  a  non-cominercial 
character. 

In  announcintc  the  change,  the 
Moxican  f>o\ernmont  goes  a  step 
further  by  sUting  that  all  Mexican 
authorities  dealing  with  tourists  not 
only  refrain  from  Interfering  with 
I  their  use  of  cameras,  but  shall  "en- 
I  courage  travelers  to  take  pictures  of 
any    scenes,   even   If  unpleasant.
